Haig coming this month

WASHINGTON. — Secretary of 
State Alexander Haig will visit 
Israel and Egypt later this month 
during an 11 -day, seven -nation tour 
of Europe and Asia. 

State Department spokesman 
Alan Romberg, announcing the 
visits,' said the secretary had con- 
clude! it would be “useful" to 
review outstanding issues in the two 
countries. 

Haig's schedule has not yet been 
published, but he is expected to visit 
Israel and Egypt after discussions 
with NATO leaders in Brussels 
between December 9 and 11. He 
will also visit Turkey, Pakistan, In- 
dia and Morocco. 

Haig reportedly wants to assure 
Begin and Ins cabinet of the Reagan 
administration’s continued support 
for Israel’s security and the Camp 
David Peace process. 


The State Department said 
yesterday that a joint U.S.-lsraeli 
statement on European participa- 
tion in the proposed multinational 
Sinai peacekeeping force can be ex- 
pected soon. 

Meanwhile, The New York Times 
and The Washington Post yesterday 
reacted to the U.S.-lsraeli agree- 
ment on strategic cooperation by 
calling for an accelerated schedule 
to resolve the Palestinian question. 

The Post said the agreement -was 
“something of a consolation prize: 
the Saudis got the hardware, the 
Israelis get a fresh piece of paper." 

The Times urged that it was time 
“to revive" Camp David before 
Egypt and Israel “sign oft” on it. 
“The way to revive those terms is to 
give them American definitions and 
to get Israel to cease ail unilateral 
measures in the West Bank at the 
fust sign of Arab interest.

Habib and Assad meet for 
‘warm and friendly’ talks

! U5. special envoy Philip Habib 
met for over two hours with Syrian 
President 1 Hafez Assad in' Damascus 
yesterday. The meeting was later 
described by American officials as 
“warm and friendly,” despite the 
barrage of anti-U.S. sentiment that 
has greeted Habib in the official 
press ever since he arrived in the 
Syrian capital on Tuesday. 

Nothing was divulged of the con- 
tent of the meeting, other than the. 
fact that Assad and Habib had 
talked about “the situation in 
Lebanon and the efforts aimed at 
establishing a national reconcilia- 
tion in -Lebanon.” 

Neither Syrian, nor U.S. 
spokesmen are reported to have 
referred to the anti-aircraft missiles 
Syria deployed last spring in eastern 
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Lebanon. Habib's original mission, 
since considerably extended, was to 
seek the removal of those missiles. 
Israel has continued to insist that 
this remains one of his main goals, 
and has warned that it will take the 
matter into its own hands if Habib is 
unable to induce the Syrians to 
withdraw them. 

With the increased tension in 
Damascus following Sunday's mas- 
sive bomb blast (see separate story), 
Syria is extremely unlikely to be any 
more forthcoming than in the past 
on the missile issue. On the con- 
trary, an Israeli attempt to remove 
the missiles by force might help 
focus popular attention away from 
the deteriorating security situation 
at home. . 

A U.S. spokesman, who declined 
to be named, said Habib would be 
flying to Saudi Arabia today, and . 
would add Jordan to his itinerary. 
He would not say whether the. 
Jordan stop — it will be the first 
time Habib has visited Jordan since 
his peace shuttle started last April 
— would come before or after his 
visit to Israel, which begins on Fri- 
day.

Arabs attack 
U.S.-Israel ties 


BEIRUT (UPI). — The Arab states 
yesterday lashed out at the signing 
of the American-Israeli memoran- 
dum on strategic cooperation, say- 
ing it would only cause the Middle 
East to explode. 

Criticism of the agreement came 
from moderate pro-western Arab 
nations as well as pro-Soviet ones. 

Saudi Arabian newspapers 
strongly condemned the memoran- 
dum in editorials which were then 
also broadcast on the state-run 
Riyadh radio. 

The state-controlled Libyan news 
agency JANA said the alliance 
proves that “the U.S. is determined 
to continue its hostility to the Arabs 
and outright support to Israel. 
America is the enemy of all the 
Arabs, and the true friend of Israel. 

“And it has been proven beyond 
any doubt that America's friends 
are also Israel’s friends,” JANA 
continued. 

A member, of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization executive 
council, Yasser Abed Rabbo, said 
the accord “meant a declaration of 
war against the nations of the region 
and a flagrant challenge to (Arab)- 
nationalist forces.” 


Tass condemns memo 


MOSCOW (AP). — The official 
Soviet news agency Tass said Tues- 
day that the new strategic agree- 
ment between Israel and the U.S. 
was directed against the Arab world 
and designed to expand the U.S. 
military presence in the Middle 
East. 

“The sinister character of the 
new aggressive military strategic al- 
liance is obvious,” Tass said. “It is 
spearheaded in the first place 
against the Arab countries, actually 
contributes to perpetuating the 
Israeli occupation of the Arab lands 
captured by force, (and) encourages 
Tel Aviv to fresh bandit sorties 
against the Arab states.” 


6 MKs table bills 
giving the Knesset 
right of veto

Six MKs, from the Alignment, 
Telera, the NRP, Tehiya and Shinui. 
tabled a private member's bill 
yesterday requiring the strategic 
cooperation agreement to be 
brought to the Knesset for ratifica- 
tion within four weeks of their bill 
becoming law. 

The six are Abba Eban and 
Yitzhak Rabin (Alignment), 
Mordechai Ben-Porat (Telem), 
Avraham Melamed (NRP), Yuval 
Ne’eman (Tehiya) and Amnon 
Rubinstein (Shinui). 

The MKs hope to get approval of 
the House Committee to waive the 
customary two months waiting 
period for private bills, so that it can 
have its preliminary reading in a few 
days’ time and, if possible, complete 
all the regular readings by the end 
of the year. 

In another spinoff from the agree- 
ment, Uzi Baram, chairman of the 
Immigration and Absorption Com- 
mittee, has called a meeting for next 
week to discuss the implications of 
the strategic cooperation agreement 
for Jews in the Diaspora. 


Knesset defeats no-confidence motions 


Sharon: U.S. pact aimed 


at deterrence, not war

The coalition yesterday defeated 
by 57 votes to 53 four opposition 
motions of no-confidence in the 
government regarding the agree- 
ment for strategic cooperation 
signed by Defence Minister Ariel 
Sharon in Washington this week. 

The motions came from the 
Alignment, the Democratic Front 
for Peace and Equality, Tehiya and 
Shinui. The two-man Telem faction 
abstained. These were the first no- 
confidence morions in the life of the 
present Knesset, and the coalition 
had to call back four cabinet 
ministers from overseas to ensure its 


majority. 

Replying to the no-confidence 
motions. Sharon described the 
memorandum of understanding 
with the U.S. as “an agreement for 
the purpose of cooperation in deter- 
rence and not for the purpose of 
cooperation in war.” 

Presenting the Alignment's no- 
confidence motion, Abba Eban 
criticized the haste in which the 
agreement with the US. had been 
approved by the cabinet. AU other 
states that have signed such pacts 
with the U.S. have avoided explicit- 
ly citing the Soviet Union as the 
enemy, said Eban. 

Other opponents of the agree- 
ment, ranging from Meir Wilner of 
the Democratic Front and Yuval 
Ne'eman of Tehiya blasted it as en- 
dangering Israel's security. Some 
members of the coalition were 
lukewarm in their support for the 
agreement and even less 


enthusiastic for Sharon's defence of 
it. 

Sharon, who was continuously 
heckled from the Alignment 
benches, said there would be no 
joint forces with the U.S., NATO- 
style. But there would be joint exer- 
cises and preparations connected 
with economic infrastructure, the 
deployment of equipment and 
cooperation in intelligence. 

These activities, be said, were 
designed to convey “a con- 
sciousness of deterrence” to the 
Soviet Union and its allies, and to 
make them realize that they will not 
have freedom’ of action to endanger 
Israel's existence directly or in- 
directly. 


And since the agreement was 
designed for deterrence and not for 
war, Sharon said, there was no 
reason to conceal “the sacrosanct 
name” of the power that constitutes 
a threat. 

Sharon may have invited the 
heckling by opening with an attack 
on “those who are still depressed by 
their defeat in the elections and are 
prepared systematically to under- 
mine the national consensus on 
which our national security is 
based.” 

A moment later, he said that op- 
position to the agreement was “op- 
position to the consolidation of the 
security of the people of Israel by 
this government.” He then took a 
swipe at the Alignment's “ex- 
generals who pose as statesmen,” 
who had criticized the agreement in 
the news media — apparently refer- 
ring to Yitzhak Rabin and 


Mordechai Gur. 

For 25 years, Sharon said, Israel 
has fought against Soviet arms, 
against Soviet political aid, and 
' against Soviet involvement. All this 
exacerbated the Arab confrontation 
with Israel and had led to wars. 

More than once, Sharon said, the 
Soviets bad intervened to prevent 
Israel from gaining an absolute vic- 
tory, which might have created a 
different basis for the peace 
process. 

Sharon said that the agreement 
did not detail the activities that 
would be carried out in the areas of 
cooperation set out. These would be 
determined by a coordinating coun- 
cil and joint teams. 

“I can promise the people of 
Israel that our agreement (to these 
activities) will be guided by a single 
principle: what is required for the 
defence of Israel’s existence, in- 
dependently and with an indepen- 
dent strategy, if a war or any other 
operational contest is forced on us. 
We would not activate the IDF or 
prepare it for a war that is not con- 
nected with Israel’s existence or 
security," Sharon said. 

He asked whether anyone 
believed that the threats to Israel’s 
existence stemmed only from the 
Arab states. Were extremist Arab 
states like Iraq, Syria, Libya, and 
Southern Yemen — and the PLO — 
not aided by die Soviet Union to 
develop their ability, and hopes, to 
destroy Israel? he continued. 

If Israel were again attacked by 
Arab states, must it not take into ac-

Late debate as ministers hurry back 


Yesterday’s Knesset debate on 
the opposition’s no-confidence mo- 
tions was set to start at 5 p.m. in- 
stead of the customary 11 a.ra.. os- 
tensibly because of the Ben-Gurion 
commemoration ceremonies at Sde 
Boker in the Negev. The postpone- 
ment was also believed to be 
designed to enable the four 
ministers who were abroad to get 
home in time for the vote, and — in 
the case of Defence Minister Ariel 
Sharon — in time to reply to the 
motions, for the government. 

The Alignment’s Yosef Sarid 
tried to foil this postponement by a 
plea to the High Court which was 
turned - down. 

The House Committee fixed 10 
hours for the debate, also to give 
ministers as much time as possible 
to get back to Jerusalem. Accor- 


dingly, 49 MKs put their names, 
down to speak. But once the last 
missing minister. Tourism Minister 
Avraham Sharir, got into the 
chamber around 9 p.m., MKs 
sneaked up to the list and one by 
one began crossing their names off. 

Sand’s petition asked that the 
High Court order the Knesset 
Speaker to begin the debate on the 
no-confidence motions at the usual 
Wednesday time of 11 a.m. rather 
than at 5 p.m., as set by the speaker. 

Sarid claimed that the Knesset 
constitution set out that a no- 
confidence motion had to be 
debated in the first session following 
the day it was submitted and, in this 
case, a morning session wras 
customary. 

The High Court, composed of 
Justices Miriam Ben-Porath, 


Aharon Barak and Dov Levin, said 
that it would give its reasons for re- 
jecting the petition at a later date. 

Knesset Speaker Menahem 
Savidor told the Army Radio that 
the delay in the debate was solely 
out of respect for the observance of 
the 35th anniversary of the death of 
David Ben-Gurion, which, he said, 
was the central event of the day,

ing at the commemoration 
ceremony, said that Ben-Gurion 
had avoided getting the IDF in pos- 
sible confrontation with European 
states.)

Shamir Accord has no secret clauses

Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
said on television last night that he 
knew of no secret addendum to the 
memorandum of understanding 
between Israel and the U.S. 

“So what was published is all 
there is?” the foreign minister was 
asked. “That’s right,” he replied. 


Appearing on the Moked inter-' 
view programme, Shamir said that 
the pact would not only not harm 
Israel’s relations with the USSR, it 
might actually help them. Possibly 
the re-establishment of diplomatic 
relations would be a “by-product" 
of the pact, because “the Soviets 
take account of facts. ..perhaps they 
will conclude now that they ought 
to take us more into consideration 


than they have done.” 

Nor would the strategic accord 
with America adversely affect 
Soviet Jewry or the aiiya activists in 
Russia. “What has one thing got to 
do with the other?” Shamir asked. 
Through all the years when Israel 
had full diplomatic ties with 
Moscow “not a single Jew was al- 
lowed out,” he noted. 

Asked to consider former 
premier Yitzhak Rabin's hypothesis 
that the Israel Defence Force might 
be called upon to act against Cuban 
troops helping a pro-Soviet coup in 
Saudi Arabia, Shamir replied: 
“Who’s talking about sending in the 
IDF?” The accord with Washington 
called for “preparation, stockpiling, 
research and development...," the 
foreign minister said. 


Talks fail, Yamit settlers set to battle 


YAMIT (Trim). — Settlers here 
yesterday began filling sandbags in- 
tended for the entrance to this 
northern Sinai town, which they 
plan to seal off to vehicles if no 
agreement on compensation for 
local businesses is reached soon. 

The action came after the radio 
reported the failure of yesterday's 
meeting of four Yamit delegates 
with Deputy Premier and 
Agriculture Minister Simha Ehrlich, 


responsible for negotiations on 
compensation with Sinai residents.

U.S. panel expects Arab peace offer

WASHINGTON. — A prestigious 
private American organization 
yesterday released a report on “The 
Path to Peace” in the Middle East, 
urging a negotiated settlement, sug- 
gesting partition of the administered 
areas between Israel and the 
Palestinians, inviting Israel's eastern 
neighbours to come up with a peace 
offer and declaring the PLO would . 
have to be involved somehow in the 
peace process. 

The 50-page report, issued under 
the auspices of the Seven Springs 
Centre in Mount Kisco, New York, 


was signed by former secretary of 
commerce in the Carter administra- 
tion Philip Klutznick, a former 
president of both the World Jewish 
Congress and B’nai B’rith; former 
assistant secretary of state for Near 
Eastern and South Asian affairs 
Harold Saunders; Joseph Greene, 
Jr., president of the Seven Springs 
Centre who served as chief of the 
U.S. interests section in Cairo in 
1972-73, and Merle Thorpe, Jr., a 
Washington attorney and president 
Of the Foundation for Middle East 
Peace, a pTivate group in 
Washington which has long cham- 
pioned Israeli-PLO reconciliation. 


The four toured the Middle East 
last August where they met with top 
officials and private citizens. "The 
group was assembled in the context 
of a con tinuing effort by Seven 
Springs Centre to promote peace 
between Israel and its neighbours.” 
the report said in its introduction. 

"We went with no intention of 
drafting a detailed prescription for 
an Arab-Israeli settlement," it said. 
“That is the work of negotiation. 
We had no pretensions of involving 
ourselves in ongoing negotiations.” 
Yet despite that disclaimer, the 
report offers several controversial

Law committee won’t summon judge 


Post Knesset Reporter 
The Knesset Law Committee 
decided yesterday not to invite 
retired district court jjdge Felix 
Asher Landau to explain his 
remarks in a recent newspaper in- 
terview in which he referred to pres- 
sures on him in connection with the 
bribery trial last May of the then 
religious affairs minister Aharon 
Abuhatzeira. 


Only two committee members. 
Moshe Shahal (Alignment-Labour) 
and Mordechai Virshubski (Shinui) 
voted to invite the retired judge, 
while the majority accepted the ex- 
planation offered by Justice. 
Minister Mcshe Nissim, that "no 


real pressure was involved and none 
of the people involved merit any 
blame.” 

Nissim said the president of the 
Supreme Court, Justice Moshe Lan- 
dau, also believed that no steps 
need be taken. 

The approaches had been made 
to Laudau circuitously, Nissim told 
the committee. In one case, a 
remark was made in the judge's 
hearing, during synagogue prayers, 
and in two other cases, while he was 
in a cafe. But in no case was he ad- 
dressed directly. 

Nissim said there was room to ex- 
press regret, however, that Landau 
in his interview had made remarks 
not consonant with his position.

TEL AVIV (Itim). — Wilting plants 
and a detective's sharp eye led 
yesterday to the discovery of a 
pistol buried in a garden by a Holon 
man police believe to have fired 
shots at a Tel Aviv bar owner 
recently. 

The suspect, 21, was arrested last 
night after a bullet found in the 
pistol was confirmed as matching 
one which struck a passerby in the 
Wee Hours bar at Kikar Namir. A 
second suspect, also being held, is 
thought to have hired the gunman 
to kill the bar owner, who claims to 
have lent him 1S6.000 last year, 
receiving a gold ingot in exchange 
as a guarantee. 


Despite the silence of many 
potential witnesses, police managed 
to learn of the loan and of threats 
made against the bar owner for his 
refusal to return the gold and cancel 
the debt. The trail led to the Holon 
man, but a search of his apartment 
turned up nothing. 

Then Samal Yosef Robert, a 
member of the investigation team, 
noticed several wilting plants in an 
otherwise flourishing garden out- 
side the suspect’s house. Following 
a hunch, he dug them up and found 
the pistol. Police beliete the suspect 
hid it there, and replaced the plants 
in a vain attempt to conceal the 
hole.

Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yeroham Meshel said yesterday 
that civil servants and local govern- 
ment employees would soon hold 
warning strikes if Finance Minister

“We do not believe it is- ap- 
propriate for the United Smes now 
to express its views in favour of u 
Palestinian state, but we do believe 


that it is inconsistent with the prin- 
ciple of a freely negotiated settle- 
ment to rule out a sovereign Palesti- 
nian state before the negotiations 
have taken place," the report con- 
cludes. 


The four participants support the 
continuation of the Camp David 
peace process, but note that if a fair 
settlement is. to be negotiated, “it 
wQl have to acknowledge but trans- 
cend what was achieved under the 
Camp David accords and go on to 
define practical steps toward the 
peace envisaged in these con- 
clusions." 

It continues: “We would hope 
that'lsrael and Egypt could produce 
an autonomy agreement which 
would offer the Palestinians in the 
West Bank and Gaza such powers 
and responsibilities that it would be 
difficult to- reject. In our view, 
however, the next breakthrough on 


the path to peace is not most likely 
to come in the autonomy talks but 
in the evolution of an eastern Arab 
negotiating front that will present 
Israel an offer of peace Israel can- 
not easily dismiss.” 

Regarding the .future of 
Jerusalem, the report says: “When 
there is peace between Israelis and 
Palestinians around the city, peace 
is more likely in Jerusalem. 
Jerusalem should never again be 
divided by barbed wire or access to 
the holy places be denied. Peace for 
Jerusalem must assure free access 
to the holy places to follow ers of all 
religions and both Israeli and Arab 
roles in the city's government, 
reflecting the city’s ethnic, religious 
and political diversity. 

“The status of Jerusalem — not 
mentioned in the Camp David ac- 
cords — is still challenged and must 
also be part of an overall set- 
tlement,'' it says.

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‘Fahd plan now Arab, no longer Saudi’

Saudi Crown Prince Fahd has 
said that his controversial (dan for 
the Middle East remains on the 
agenda of the suspended Fez Arab 
League summit — but that it is now 
an Arab rather than a Saudi plan. 

According to the official Saudi 
Press Agency yesterday, Fahd made 
this statement to the Saudi Council 
of Ministers at its regular weekly 
meeting on Tuesday night. He was 
briefing the council on the ab- 
breviated summit, which broke up 
after just five hours last week fol- 
lowing irreconcilable differences 
over the eight-point plan Fahd had 
floated earlier this year. 

Now that it considered the docu- 
ment to be “no longer a Saudi plan 
but a part of the framework for the 
Arab Summit Conference," Fahd 
was quoted as saying, Saudi Arabia 


would have “nothing to do with it 
that varies from unanimous Arab 
opinion.” 

Fahd appears here to have 
prepared the ground for a possible 
face-saving retreat from the plan — 
which completely split Arab, 
moderates and radicals in Fez, in- 
ducing Morocco's King Hassan to 
adjourn the summit indefinitely ' — 
without having to disavow it. 

Observers note, however, that 
Saudi Arabia could meanwhile still 
continue to promote the plan, 
which it clearly sees as a major 
political asset in that it has already 
isolated Israel diplomatically. 

But should the Saudis fail to win 
the radicals, and most importantly, 
the PLO, over to this view the sum- 
mit preparatory committee could i 
simply withdraw the plan from its 
. agenda without precipitating 
another crisis. 
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UN discusses ‘Question of Palestine’

UNITED NATIONS. — The UN 
General Assembly yesterday began 
discussing the “Question of 
Palestine.” More than 50 speakers 
are expected to condemn Israel and 
call for the establishment of an in- 
dependent PLO-controlled Palesti- 
nian state. 

As the assembly opened its 
debate, Israel Ambassador Yehuda 
Blum challenged the impaft'IaliTy-bf r 
assembly president Ismal Kittani of 
Iraq on the issue and proposed that 
he yield the chair to one of the vice- 
presidents. Blum said that Kittani’s 
recent absence to attend the Arab 
summit in Fez was a complete abuse 
of office. This proved, said Blum, 
that the “president's national origin 
takes precedence over his duties 


and responsibilities" as assembly 
president. 


Kittani said that if he were to step 
down he would be “questioning the 
wisdom” of the assembly in electing 
him. If anything was’bn trial, he ad- 
ded, it was the “policy of the Israeli 
government and not the behaviour 
of the assembly president." Kit- 
tani’s ruling was not challenged.

capital. Thousands of members of 
the organization have taken refuge 
in Lebanon, from where they are 
continuing to conduct their cam- 
paign against the Damascus regime. 

Another government statement 
issued yesterday reported that the 
number of dead in yesterday’s blast 
had now risen to 81. But, according 
to agency reports from Damascus, 
hospital sources insisted that by late 
Tuesday the death toll had passed 
150 and was “still climbing with 
many more of the wounded listed in 
critical condition." Meanwhile, 
government officials said yesterday 
that 300,000 people took part in a 
demonstration which started from 
the site of Sunday's bomb' blast and 
ended at the Baath Party head- 
quarters in the Syrian capital.

Laviv is accused of publishing the 
allegation even though Borkat had 
admitted that the story was a hoax. 
Laviv is charged with contempt of 
court.

TEL AVIV. — Dozens of suspected 
drug dealers who allegedly sold nar- 
cotics to a 26-year-old undercover 
policewoman during her nine- 
month odyssey in the underworld 
will be brought to district court here 
today, where police will request ex- 
tension of their -arrests. 

In a pre-dawn swoop on suspects' 
houses yesterday in Tel Aviv, Jaffa, 
Bat Yam, Holon, Ramat Gan, Petah 
Tikva and Hod Hasharon, police ar- 
rested 27 alleged drug dealers. 

The arrests in the operation, 
code-named "Ivory,” came after 
the policewoman, a Ben-Guriop 
University philosophy graduate, 
wiled her way into the Tel Aviv un- • 
derworld and provided her 
superiors with what they believe to 
be enough evidence to convict the 
suspects for the sale and possession 
of heroin and other hard drugs. 

It was the first time police have 
planted a female undercover agent 
among drug dealers in Israel, and- 
Tel Aviv police chief Nitzav 
Avraham Turgeman has decorated 
the policewoman — whose identity 


has not been disclosed — for her ef- 
forts. 

A police spokesman, describing 
the aims of the operation, said 
police were after hard drug dealers 
rather than out to uncover large 
caches of narcotics. 

At a pre-raid briefing to reporters 
at 3 a.m. yesterday, Turgeman and 
central unit head Nitzav-Mishne 
Yosef Hefetz said the policewoman 
had to change her whole lifestyle for 
the operation to succeed. She broke 
up with her boyfriend — without 
disclosing the real reason for the 
separation — and plunged into a 
murky society of prostitute-addicts 
and pushers. 

The policewoman was so con- 
vincing in her role of drug user that 
during her nine months under 
cover, she was often called upon by 
prostitutes she befriended to help 
them obtain drugs from the pushers, 
police said. 

Police are convinced she 
managed to buy hard-drugs from — 
and thus incriminate — some of the 
main dealers in the country. 

Turgeman said the policewoman 
frequently bad to deal with situa- 
tions that endangered her cover, but 


by using initiative and common 
sense, she came through safety. 

. The sun had not yet risen yester- 
day morning when 36 police teams 
comprising 220 detectives fanned 
out across the Dan region at 4.45 
a.m. The 27 suspects they arrested 
were rousted out of bed as detec- 
tives and drug-sniffing police dogs 
searched flats. 

Police said later in the day they 
were searching for an additional 
four suspects, whom they hoped to 
apprehend by today. 
him adds: Police also claim to have 
uncovered a heroin smuggling ring, 
and are holding two suspects who 
they say brought 55.3 grams of the 
drug into the country last month 
through Ben-Gurion Airport, plus 
two others whom they accuse of 
buying the heroin last Saturday with 
intent to sell it.

Acre man denies charges in Nuhnan murder case 


HAIFA (Itim). — A 21-year-old 
Acre man, Moshe Azariya, was 
charged here yesterday in the dis- 
trict court with the murder last 
September of 12-year-old Yisrael 
Nulman. 

Azariya, remanded in custody for 
the duration of the trial, told the 
court he was innocent. “I was at 
home. I’ve got an alibi," he said. 
Azariya has been held in custody for 
70 days. 

According to the charge sheet, * 
Yisrael Nulman left home during 
the evening of September 14 to go 
running. Azariya allegedly chased 
the child as .he neared the Abba 
fthoushy Community Centre, 
caught him, seized him by the neck, 
flung him over his back and ran off 
with him towards the nearby wadi. 
Police told the court that the child 
had struggled all the time and bad 
hit the suspect's back. 

Once in the wadi, Azariya is al- • 
leged to have sexually assaulted 
Nulman, choking him to death to 
stop him struggling. He is then said 


to have carried the boy's body a few 
metres further into the wadi, drop- 
ped it among the weeds and covered 
it with three large stones. 

The prosecution told the court 
that it has evidence additional to the 
statement Azariya is said to have 
made lo the police two days after 
being arrested. 

Azariya was born in Acre. He 
dropped out of high -school after 
three years. According to his 
mother and two of his brothers, he 
left school because he was a 
mediocre student and the family 
needed his earnings. There are 
seven other children, and Azariya's 
father is an invalid who is not 
employed. 

The Azariyas told ltim that as far 
as they know, Moshe was ex- 
empted from army sendee because 
of a severe squint. 

They described him as a “simple, 
honest” young man who had held a 
factory job for four years prior to 
leaving it recently to help his 


brother in Acre's fruit and 
vegetable market. 

With tears running down her 
face, Azariya's mother challenged 
anyone to inquire about the family. 
“Eveiybody will tell you what a 
good boy Moshe is. No one knows 
why they're doing this to him." 

His oldest brother said, “You can 
pin any murder on him. Just give 
him a slap on his face and he’ll tell 
you anything you want. My brother 
is a simple person, easily influenced. 
Even the police didn't know what to 
do with him — and the proof is that 
they've had him for 70 ttys: he ‘con- 
fessed’ after two days, and it took 
them all this time to get over their 
doubts and bring a charge.” 

The family said they have sold all 
their furniture and other goods to 
finance Azariya's defence. Only tbe 
father has been left with a bed, they 
said. Everyone else sleeps on the 
floor. “We’ll do everything we can 
to pay for his lawyer and to prove 
he's innocent,” they said. 


High-level panel warns of brain drain . Man ordered jailed until he grants divorce Shekel shower

TEL AVIV. — A high-level inter- 
ministerial committee yesterday 
warned of a “brain drain” unless the 
government shifts its- incentives 
from labour-intensive industries to 
more technologically advanced 
enterprises.' . 

The committee, headed by 
Employment Service director 
Baruch Haklai, submitted its report 
on employment policy for 
academically trained persons to the 
ministers of finance, education, 
labour and social affairs, and in- 
dustry and commerce before it was 
released to the press here yesterday. 

The country’s reserves of semi- 
skilled and unskilled manpower are 
being depleted, and industries such, 
as food and construction cannot 
develop unless they employ workers 
from the administered territories or 
foreign countries, the report said. 

The skill levels of manpower now 


entering the labour force is much 
higher than in the past. The report 
noted that 45 per cent of those now 
joining the labour force have 
studied more than 12 years, and 25 
per cent of all new workers have 
academic degrees. Immigrants’ skill 
levels are also much higher than in 
the, late 1960s; 

Unless the increasing number of 
students who graduate from the 
country’s universities and technical 
schools find suitable jobs, they will 
be tempted to leave the country, the 
committee said. 

To cope with the need to employ, 
more academically trained people 
in the future, the committee recom- 
mended that the government direct 
more investments to technologically 
sophisticated industries and 
enterprises exporting know-how 
and resist the temptation to use the 
already bloated public sector to ab- 
sorb highly trained manpower. 


Defence staff fights hiring of outsider

Workers at the Defence Ministry 
have declared a labour dispute 
against what they call Minister Ariel 
Sharon's policy of bringing out- 
siders into the ministry without 
prior consultation with them. 

At the core of the dispute is the 
recent appointment of Aiye Ganger 
as special assistant to the minister. 
Ganger, an Israeli who has been 
abroad for 15 years, is specifically 
supposed to be in charge of 
arms exports. 

But the works committee claims 
that in other cases as well, the 
minister has without consultation 
appointed outsiders to posts they 
consider to be within their domain. 

In declaring the dispute, the 
workers rejected a call from a 
senior aide to Sharon asking them 
to postpone the step until tbe 
minister can meet with them follow- 
ing his return from the U.S. 

Ganger’s appointment has drawn 
criticism from other quarters as 


well. Defence Ministry old-timers 
say they are uncomfortable with an 
outsider who has lived in the U.S. 
for the past 15 years being privy to 
the countiy’s-most sensitive secrets. 
This complaint was recently echoed 
by former chief of staff Mordechai 
Gut. But Sharon insists that Ganger 
has been thoroughly checked out. 

Until his appointment by Sharon. 
Ganger lived in ihe U.S., where he 
was a senior aide to former Israeli 
and close Sharon friend Meshulam 
Riklis, who has made a fortune in 
diversified holdings abroad. 


Tel Aviv matchmaker 
ordered free on ball

Masuda. She had been seeking one 
for several years. 

But Avraham refused, and his 
wife's lawyer applied appealed lo 
civil court, where Judge Elisha 
Sheinbaum ordered imprisonment. 
The judge stressed that while bis 
court cannot serve as an appeals 
forum for matters of marriage and 
divorce, it may order action neces- 
sary to. enforce judgments of tbe 
qualified religious court. %

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Five killed in worst 
Pakistan border attack 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP). — 
Five people were killed and three 
injured by Afghan helicopter 
gunships yesterday morning in the 
worst border violation reported by 
Pakistan since the Soviet military 
intervention in Afghanistan 23 
months ago, foreign ministry of- 
ficials here said. 

A pair of gunships strafed and 
rocketed four separate locations, in- 
cluding a paramilitary fort, in 
Pakistan's southwestern 
Baluchistan provinces. They said 
most of the casualties reportedly 
-were passengers aboard two buses 
hit by machinegun fire. 

A government official described 
the attacks as the “most grave" 
since the Soviet invasion into 
Afghanistan. The worst previous in- 
cident occurred last month when 
two Afghan -gunships similarly fired 
on a Pakistan border area, killing 
two people. 

The latest attack, the sixth major 
border violation reported by 
Pakistan in the past 12 weeks, took 
place about 80 kilometres from 
Quetta, where about one-fifth of the 
2.3 million Afghan refugees in 
Pakistan have settled. 

Afghan charge d'affaires Rafik 
Shamreiz was summoned to the 
Foreign Minister where he received 
a strong verbal protest against the 


incident, a ministry official said. 

Kabul wants Islamabad to stop 
providing what it claims is more 
than food and shelter to some 2.3 
million Afghans who have fled 
across the sieve-like border. 

While Pakistan President Gen. 
Mohammed Zia ul-Haq maintains 
that only humanitarian assistance is 
distributed, Afghan President 
Babrak Karmal has alleged that 
arms, ammunition and military 
training are being given anti-regime 
insurgents. 

After each protest by Pakistan, 
Afghanistan has issued vigorous 
denials of border attacks. The 
Soviet-backed regime in Kabul 
claims that Zia has “fabricated" the 
incidents in order to secure 
deliveries of sophisticated 
American weapons. 

Zia said after a reported attack in 
October that “Pakistan is being 
provoked and tested," warning: “It 
would be wrong to construe that 
Pakistan can be treated whimsically 
by anyone." 

Except for one Pakistani 
paramilitary soldier killed in yester- 
day's incident, no one else has been 
identified by nationality. However, 
a ministry official said it was 
presumed that ail were Pakistanis. 

Most of the victims of two attacks 
last month were Afghan refugees. 


Russian spy recruiters 
walk into West Berlin trap 


BERLIN (UPI). — U.S. authorities 
swooped down on an isolated West 
Berlin railway station Tuesday and 
picked up four Russians who were 
trying to recruit an American ser- 
viceman as a spy, an American 
spokesman said yesterday. 

The four, a diplomat and three 
military men, were held for several 
hours and released late Tuesday. A 
41 -year-old East German picked up 
with them was held by West Berlin 
police on suspicion or espionage. 

The U.S. mission withheld details 
of the incident, but it appeared the 
Russians walked into a trap. The 
American serviceman involved, 
whose name was not disclosed, went 
to the rendezvous at the Grunewald 
station in aquiet part of West Berlin 
with the knowledge of his superiors, 
the West Berlin newspaper Morgen- 
post reported. 

As usual in such incidents in West 
Berlin, the Russians were handed 


over to Soviet authorities after they 
identified themselves. Their release 
was in line with the special four- 
power status of Berlin, which in 
theory allows freedom of movement 
between East and West Berlin and 
allows diplomats and servicemen of 
one power to move freely in all 
parts of the city. 


Argentina will have 
atom bomb ‘next year 7 


LONDON (Reuter). — Argentina 
will have its own atomic bomb by 
the end of 1982, beating Brazil in 
the race to make the first nuclear 
weapons in South America, the 
British journal New Scientist said 
yesterday. 

The journal said it had learned 
that Argentina had secretly built a 
reprocessing plant for spent nuclear 
fuel near the international airport in 
Buenos Aires. 


Visit to fasting 
Sakharovs stopped 
by Soviet police 


MOSCOW <AP). — As Nobel 
laureate Andrei Sakharov con- 
tinued his 10-day-old protest fast in 
Gorky, informed sources reported 
yesterday that Soviet police 
prevented a friend visiting the 
banished physicist. 

The sources said the friend was 
detained on Tuesday by 
plainclothes police outside the 
Gorky apartment building where 
Sakharov and his wife, Yelena Bon- 
ner. have been conducting their 
fast. 

The friend was taken away for an 
identity check and then pul aboard 
a Soviet airliner bound for Moscow, 
where he arrived on Tuesday night, 
the sources reported. 

A telegram from the Sakharovs 
that reached relatives in Moscow on 
Tuesday night said “We're not bad. 
We keep our spirits up. We keep (o 
the regimen.'’ The message was sent 
from Gorky on Tuesday morning. 

The Sakharovs are fasting to 
protest Soviet refusal to allow the 
emigration of Liza AJexeyeva, who 
was married by proxy last summer 
to Yelena Bonner's son by a 
previous marriage. The son, Alexei 
Semyonov, emigrated to the U.S. 
three years ago. 


Seychelles president 
blames S. Africa 


VICTORIA, Seychelles (AP). — 
President France Albert Rene said 
yesterday that a Pretoria court's 
decision to free 39 mercenaries 
clearly shows the South Africaa 
government's involvement in an 
abortive coup in the Seychelles 
islands last week. 

Earlier yesterday, a Pretoria 
magistrate's court charged 
mercenary leader Colonel Mike 
Hoare and four followers with kid- 
napping. The five were immediately 
released on bail. 

At a news conference here, Rene 
said that, apart from South Africa, 
there was no evidence that other 
governments were involved in last 
Wednesday’s attack by about 45 
mercenaries on the Seychelles main 
airport 

The attempted coup was foiled 
when customs agents discovered 
weapons in the false-bottom suit- 
cases of the mercenaries. After an 
exchange of fire with Seychelles 
security forces, the mercenaries hi- 
jacked a Bombay-bound Air India 
Boeing 707 that landed during the 
fighting and ordered it to Durban. 
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Jane’s: Soviet tanks lead; 
Israel can match Arabs 


LONDON (UPI). — The Soviets 
are building more than 3,000 tanks 
yearly — superior to anything the 
West has in numbers — the 
authoritative Jane's Armour and 
Artillery says in its 1981-82 edition 
out today. 

"Today the' Soviet Union is 
producing just over 3,000 main bat- 
tle tanks a year — 2.500 T-72s and 
500 T-64s — both of which have a 
three-man crew, 125-millimetre gun 
with an automatic loader, and ad- 
vanced armour protection,” Jane's 
writes. It estimated that 8,000 such 
tanks are already in service. 

Jane's did not list NATO battle 
tank strength, but the International 
Institute for Strategic Studies es- 
timated that total Soviet tank 
strength in Europe is about half 
again as great as NATO's, including 
aH the West's older generation ar- 
mour. 

Jane's said the only western tanks 
comparable to the new generation 
of Soviet armour are America's M-l 
and West Germany's Leopard-2. 


But very few of these have been 
built as yet. 

Jane’s said that Israel currently 
has about 3,000 . tanks, “most- 0. 
which are considered to be a match 
for the T-54, T-55 and T-62 tanks o, 
the Arab armies." 

"Israeli experience in the 19(7 
campaign,' 1 Jane's said, “proved 
that mobiFty was no substitute for ar- 
mour protection and they therefore 
decided at an early stage that the 
main emphasis wooM be placed on ar- 
mour, with firepower and mobility se- 
cond and third priorities.” - 

jane’s said an Israeli Merkava 
Mark 2 tank is under advanced 
development, with improved ar- 
mour protection and hydro- 
pneumatic suspension developed in 
the U.S. 

It said a Merkava Mark 3 is being 
developed with all the improve- 
ments of the Mark 2, but with a 
more powerful 1,200 h.p. engine, 
and possibly a 120 or 130 millimetre 
gun. 


Chinese premier warns of 
new cultural revolution 


PEKING (UPI). — Vice Chairman 
Deng Xiaoping's government 
launched a massive propaganda at- 
tack against its internal foes yester- 
day. warning that a new cultural 
revolution loomed if ideological 
mistakes are not corrected. 


Premier Zhao Ziyang. a key Deng' 
ally, warned that “corrupt 
bourgeois ideology" was filtering 
into China, in a major address to the 
National Peoples Congress on Tues- 
day. 

The party journal, Red Flag. 
yesterday issued a 30,000-word blast 
against both “bourgeois liberalists" 
and leftist officials still loyal to Mao 
Tse-tung. 

The dual attacks seemed certain 
to sharpen China's internal 
ideological struggle. The Red Flag 


article called for “struggles on both 
fronts." 

Zhao in a speech to 3.200 con- 
gress deputies, threatened to punish 
government officials who fall prey 
to bourgeois influences and to slash 
the government bureaucracy, which 
is riddled with Mao loyalists. 

Deng’s government is concerned 
that a growing number of Chinese, 
particularly young people, are 
embracing the foreign concepts of 
freedom of speech, economic 
mobility and unfettered artistic and 
literary expression. 

The government has felt that this 
"bourgeois liberalism" threatens 
the party's control over the country 
and the twin blasts issued on Tues- 
day and yesterday indicated Deng 
was more, concerned than foreign 
analysts have recognized. 


Ripper victim gets £3,000 compensation 


LEEDS, England (UPI). — A 
woman who survived a hammer at- 
tack by mass killer Peter SutclifTe. 
the so-called Yorkshire Ripper, has 
been awarded £3,000 (1S5X),000) in 
interim compensation. 

SutclifTe, convicted of 13 murders 
and seven attempted slayings in a 
five-year killing spree, said at his 
trial in May that he bit Marcella 
Claxton, 25. eight or nine times with 
a hammer and left her for dead. 


Claxton needed 52 stitches and 
suffered a change of personality 


because of the attack, an appeal 
panel of the criminal injuries com- 
pensation board was told on Mon- 
day. 

T4te interim award was made 
pending a full medical examination. 

The board originally refused 
Gaxton compensation in 1977 — 
before it was known her assailant 
was the Ripper — because, it al- 
leged, she was a prostitute and 
provoked the attack. 

Sutcliffe's early victims were 
prostitutes but he later attacked 
women indiscriminately. 


East Bloc condemns West’s missile plan 


VIENNA (Reuter). — Warsaw Pact 
foreign ministers meeting in 
Bucharest have condemned western 
plans to deploy new medium-range 
missiles in Europe as the biggest 
threat to world peace, 
Czechoslovak Foreign Minister 
Bohuslav Chnoupck said yesterday. 

In an interview with the official 
Czechoslovak news agency Ceteka. 
Chnoupck said that the ministers of 
the seven-nation Communist al- 
liance welcomed disarmament 
proposals made by Soviet leader 
Leonid Brezhnev in Bonn last week. 

The ministers agreed that it was 
necessary to resume all frozen talks 
on disarmament. Chnoupck said. 


He made no reference to Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan's “zero- 
option" proposals for a mutual ban 
on medium-range nuclear missiles 
in Europe. Soviet Bloc reaction to 
the U.S. offer has ranged from in- 
itial scorn to cautious suggestions 
that serious bargaining might be 
possible. 


Western diplomats have said they 
believe Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko would use the 
Bucharest session to brief other 
Warsaw Pact members on the 
Kremlin's approach to talks with 
the U.S. in Geneva on arms reduc- 
tion in Europe. 


'Black box’ of doomed Yugoslav plane found 


AJACCIO, Corsica (UPI). — 
Rescue workers have found the 
“black box" flight recorder of the 
Yugoslav charter DC-9 that crashed 
on Tuesday, which could help ex- 
plain why the pilot flew into a fog- 
wreathed mountainside as he ap- 
proached Ajaccio Airport. 

The “black box" and the 
recording of the last radio messages 
between the pilot and the airport 
control tower were expected to play 
a central role in the probe by 
French. Corsican and Yugoslav in- 


vestigator. of the crash, in which 
178 people died. 

The all-important flight recorder 
— found among the battered 
wreckage and bodies on the San 
Pietro mountain. 25 kilometres 
southeast of the airport — was 
turned over to the judge in charge 
of the investigation. 

Rescue workers yesterday con- 
structed a helicopter landing Hetd 
on the mountain, to use for tran- 
sporting the bodies to the Pelrcto 
Bicchisano village church.

“YOU NEVER say anything about 
stepfathers. We, too, have families, 
we have feelings and we have 
problems.” 

Being guilty as charged, I can 
only offer the excuse of the paucity 
of writing in anything that ap- 
proaches professional literature. 

The female counterpart of the 
stepfather has been so stereotyped, 
and maligned, by the literature that 
one must suspect that she has to be 
doing at least some things right. The 
stepfather, too, has been slandered, 
but not to the same degree. 

He seems to be in the position 
that if the kids turn out well, it's 
because the genes were good; if 
they turn out poorly, it’s because 
they received inadequate parenting. 

The man who is genuinely in- 
terested in his marriage and in doing 
the best he can by his wife's 
children has all kinds of problems, 
and most of them not of his doing. 
And to worry him still more, even 
when he is doing a fine job, the 
.nlfnre of the developing 
reiatiopahip is. such. that any .positive 
feedbaefc-froni the children may be 
slow in coming. 

How this relationship develops 
will vary from family to family, but a 
new father should know about the 
four distinct types of responses he 
could expect from the children. 
These may be a function of the 
child's age, or a passing stage in the 
developing relationship, or the 
result of the personal chemistry 
between child and stepfather. And 
since human behaviour is never 100

AVNER ITA1 and his Cameran 
Singers can always be trusted to 
present a stimulating programme in 
exemplary fashion. This was no ex- 
ception, with an Israel premiere, a 
neglected gem of German romantic 
music and a Russian peasant wed- 
ding in Stravinsky’s setting. 

Mordehai Seter’s latest opus has 
an interesting, though entirely mis- 
leading, title. Dithyramb, which, ac- 
cording to the Oxford Conase Dic- 
tionary of Current English, is “a 
Greek choric hymn of wild 
character; Bacchanalian song; 
vehement or inflated poem, speech 
or writing." It is based on Psalms 6 
and 34, a text of grief and prayer for 
consolation through the Lord. The 
music, after some exclamations of

Speaking on bebaif of the govern- 
ment. Levy warmly recalled Ben-

On hand for the dedication were 
several important donors from 
overseas — Jack Nasser of New 
York, Marvin .Moran of Tulsa, 
Oklahoma, the Pedro Dondish 
family of Mexico City, and Axel 
Springer, the prominent publisher 
from West Berlin. 


per cent predictable, these 
responses frequently overlap. 

□ Outright rejection. Jealousy or 
identification with the displaced 
natural father, may be the source, 
or it happens just because hair is red 
and eyes are blue. With a modicum 
of goodwill and patience on the part 
of the parents, both natural and 
new, this improves with time. 

□ Aloofness. A child is standoffish, 
distant; willing to interact only on a 
limited basis. The child's age is the 
chief variable in the outcome. The 
younger one is usually willing to be 
swayed, but is in effect saying 
“show me.” The older child is more 
problematic. Sometimes "correct 
but cool" is the best one can hope 
for. 

□ Acceptance. This happens most 

easily with the youngest children or 
with a child who has had a long time 
to get to know the stepfather before 
the marriage. Or when an adoles- 
cent is mature enough to under- 
stand that the advantages . to the 
family as a whole necessitate some 
compromises and,. goodwill .on. bis 
part. 

□ Acceptance — but only as 
Mother's husband. The relationship 
can be a warm and friendly one, 
but it is understood that it is devoid 
of parenting. This occurs most often 
with older children, but sometimes 
happens with younger children if 
there is a natural father who is 
maintaining strong ties. 

IN EACH of the above instances, 
the new stepfather must bear in 


pain and fear, quickly settles down 
to a more peaceful frame of mind, 
as if the Lord had indeed heard the 
prayer. As always with Seter's 
scores, the music is thoroughly and 
solidly built in intellectual concep- 
tion. Not a note superfluous or 
wrongly placed. The result, par- 
ticularly in such an excellently 
studied performance as this, was 
most impressive, stunning in its in- 
tensity and concentration.

We are all grateful for being per- 
mitted to help build this Ben- 
Gurion Research Institute, which is 
at the same time a memorial to 
Israel's Grand Old Man and a sym- 
bol for his vision for the future.

Maybe there is even a special 
meaning in the fact that I, a Ger- 
man, am saying thanks to you at this 
occasion. Because here in his 
kibbutz-home, between quotations 
from Isaiah and Jeremiah, Ben- 
Gurion once asked me: 

“How could the terrible, the un- 
speakable crime have happened in 
Germany of all countries? Ger- 
many, in which we Jews from 
Eastern Europe put so much hope?" 

I was unable to answer, even to 
say anything. Or should I have*

answered in the words of a pious 
and brave German woman, a lover 
of Israel, who said: 

"How could those atrocities 
happen in the 20th century, in 
the so-caUed time of progress? 
Something of the Devil 
motivated this; Men turned 
against their creator.... 

“Behind the hatred against 
another race was the hatred 
against God." 

To this day I still do not know a 
real answer to Ben-Gurion's 
probing question: “Why the Ger- 
mans of ail people?" 

But I do know that, as a conse- 
quence of ail that happened, we 
Germans have special obligations 
towards the Jews, towards Israel. 
There must be collective respon- 
sibility by all Germans, and there 
should be collective shame. 

And especially we Germans are 
called upon by the Lord of history 
to stand loyally at the side of Israel 
and its people.

mind that the child's responses are 
more a function of the child's feel- 
ing than of the parent's behaviour. 
Responses based on mutual in- 
teraction develop slowly, and at- 
tempts to hurry this may be 
counterproductive. 

Besides knowing the stages of 
development in the relationship, 
one should also be aware of some 
specific problem areas, which re- 
quire a period of adjustment. 

□ Food. Personal preferences and 
prejudices are so much a part of 
family living that no one - thinks 
about them at all — until a change is 
introduced. Not only do most 
children resist a change in diet, but 
when they see Mother cooking to 
please the new man in her life, this 
takes on significance beyond the 
table. This is the easiest of all 
problems to handle if the parents 
are aware that it exists, it needs to 
be mentioned only because it is so 
easy to overlook the obvious, 
though the matter may be especially 
important to the very young. 


□ Personal space or territory. This 
is always a problem, 'even in the 
most spacious living quarters, 
because what is involved is changes 
in fixed patterns. For example, 
when children have enjoyed un- 
limited freedom in using the living- 
room to watch TV, entertain friends 
or build school projects, a new man 
in the house will have difficulty in 
staking out a chair of his own, just 
as the children will resent having to 
confine their activities and posses- 
sions. 

Territory also -py.eiiaps. into -the., 
food area. One-parent families tend 
to be informal about eating; 
everyone comes and goes according 
to his own schedule, grabbing food 
on the run. With a father in the- 
house, at least one meal a day takes 
on a more formal aspect, all in- 
dividuals coming together at a fixed 
rime. Both the time and the dining 
area take on a new importance in 
family life. The table can no longer 
be the depository for family junk. 
One has to respect a schedule, and 


If the question is^-Oil or Israel?", 
we should not hesitate for a second. 

That there can be no misun- 
derstanding, I would like to repeat 
those few sentences in my own 
language:

mind one's manners. And this more 
formal dining style entails a whole 
new set of chores, which brings us 
to the next problem area. 

□ Division of labour. This subject 
typically brings children and their 
natural parents to the brink of 
violence. The new man in the house 
is well-advised to tread warily. 

□ Discipline. “You can’t tell me 
what to do — you’re not my 
father!" Such a cry is only the most 
extreme expression of the battle to 
impose (or resist) reasonable stan- 
dards of behaviour. A child’s runn- 
ing to the mother for permission to 
do something is often interpreted by 
the stepfather as total rejection of 
him as a father figure, especially if 
he is •unfamiliar with the routine 
that every child tries of playing-off 
one parent against the other. 
Changing behaviour here is much 
more a function of the relationship 
between the parents than of that 
between child and parent, -in- 
cluding a stepfather. 

□ Family finances. Adjustments 
have-ttx.be made by-alLooncerned, 
even when children receive support 
from a source other than the step- 
father. When mother and child 
receive support from different 
sources, there are special problems. 

4 Whatever the particular financial 
arrangements in the family, a child 
must be made a partner to the fiscal 
policies'that concern him, as far as 
age and understanding permit, 
whether pocket-money for bubble 
gum or school tuition is involved.

Whenever I set foot on the holy 
soil of this land it becomes clear to 
me how strongly I believe in the 
words of the Bible. Thtf prophecies 
of the Bible are to me not an infor- 
mal treasury of legend but an actual 
order of principle. 

When a people survives 2,000 
years of the most frightful persecu- 
tions and — after near-extinction — 
can fulfil the prophecy given to it by 
the Lord and • resettle in its' 
homeland, then that is a process - 
which, in regard to time, space and 
obligation, is not of human, but of < 
Divine dimension. 

In the return of the Children of 
Israel to the Holy Land a sign from 
God is visible, and I only hope that 
we humans understand this sign. 

One who did understand it was 
my late son, a talented 
photographer. I think that I am per- 
mitted to talk about him today 
because the great David Ben- 
Gurion had been extremely kind to 
him and was his host on many occa- 
sions. 

In ail my offices and my homes I 



unreasonable demands and subse- 
quent resentment when they must 
remain unfulfilled. I believe this 
whole-heartedly in the case of 
natural parents; it is even more im- 
portant, I think, in the case of a 
step-parent, where it helps to es- 
tablish an atmosphere of trust and 
fair-dealing. 

When a mother remarries, the 
most 'important factor of all in the 
integration and acceptance of a 
stepfather is the influence of the 
natural father. This is obvious in the 
case of divorce, where the natural 
father enjoys visits that are all 
pleasure and presents, the “dirty 
work" and the discipline being 
taken care of at home by Mama and 
the new Papa. But even a child who 
has never known his natural father 
may still have developed strong no- 
tions of what a father should be like. 
The stepfather is in the unenviable 
position of living up to a fantasy of a 
super-parent. 

SO IF a stepfather worries about - 
whether he’s doing his job well,, epic , 
can- sympathizer wildtc cer- 
tainty: He's 1 not alone. A" com- 
parison of 106 children with astepr 
father to 84 raised by their natural 
parents offers encouragement and 
some unexpected praise from the 
children themselves. The youngsters 
were between the ages of seven and. 
IS, and the group included those 
who had been legally adopted and 
therefore were no longer “steps." .

The dedication of all performers 
was obvious; and they succeeded in 
creating certain moods, an at- 
mosphere, with Stephen Horenstein 
contributing sovereign playing on 
several instruments. No doubt*, a 
great deal of thought and effort 
went into developing and staging 
this programme, but musically the 
harvest was rather meagre. 

Only one piece really captured at- 
tention: the duo between the cello 
and the baritone sax called Medita- 
tion on a line. It was beautifully; 
spun-out meditative melody, mostly 
in unison,' which whetted the ap- 
petite for more of the same — a 
wish not granted by the composer. 

Instead of an intermission, an 
“Interlude” on tape was offered; to 
keep the audience captive till the 
end? It added nothing of interest. 
All the gimmicks were old feu, the 
dialogue between piano and its own 
tape; the very dilettantish scraps of ■ 
talk on tape; the wandering 
minstrels the trombone walking 
around the ' hall, emitting rude 
noises, the saxophone doing 
likewise though more conservative- 
ly, sticking to musical lines. New 
Directions? And why “Jerusalem 
Diary, 1981?” But, as the tape said, 
one has to believe in it.

In fact, many of the foreign jour- 
nalists leave the day I arrive. It has 
occurred to them, after a few days 
in the sun, that they are ih Israel and 
haven’t seen Jerusalem, and a quick 
change of programme is arranged 
for them. 

But first, they meet the tourism 
minister at a Beduin hqfla on the 
beach at Taba, which is the site of 
the border to be re-established ■ in 
April. The minister is wearing a 
jacket and tie, the Beduin wear long 
flowing robes, many of the jour- 
nalists are in bathing suits. 

As the flowery speeches con- 
tinue, a grubby hand insinuate itself 
among the invited guets, and grabs 
a piece of roast lamb. The owner of 
the hand he long blond hair and a 
T-Shirt indicating that he works for 
one of the local boating companies. 

The Beduin fear that, with the new 
ments but indicate real concern. 
The Beduins fear that, with the new 
horde, they will lose their source of 
employment in Eilat, and the Eilat 


tourist people are not happy about 
losing their manpower. 

NEARBY IS the almost completed 
Sonesta Hotel, which is so close to 
the soon-to-be-estabHshed border 
that guests at their windows will 
observe the Egyptian border guards. 
It is also a reminder that building in 
Eilat seems never to stop. . 

I arrive only a few days after a 
cloud burst that caused severe 
flooding, but hardly any trace re- 
mains of it. Only the bulldozers and 
cranes, adding more and more hotel 
rooms to the town, are in evidence. 
A British' travel agent reacts sourly 
to all this building. He claims 
there’s no market for the luxury 
hotels now being built, but investors 
seem optimistic. 

Meanwhile, Sharir is on his way 
to what can hardly be termed a lux- 
ury project Indeed, Texas Ranch, 
which is a sort of Central European 
notion of a Wild West frontier town, 
can hardly be classified at all. It was 
originally built to attract producers 


of Western films, but the days when 
Eilat was a rite for cowboy films 
have long since passed. In that 
period the local North Africans 
were taken as extras because they 
looked more like Indians than real 
American Indians. 

Now Texas Ranch is as forlorn as 
any ghost town, and in the wrong 
part of the world to boot. Its only 
real attraction seems to be a stable 
of very fine horses, if anyone can be 
persuaded to make their way past 
the long tow of fake shops to the 
paddock. 

Back in town a band plays away 
on the beach, and draws a healthy 
crowd of tourists and local resi- 
dents. For once the town has areal 
holiday atmosphere. In the warm 
twilight, children are playing in a 
well-equipped adventure 
playground. The water shimmers in 
the evening light. EQat can be 
beautiful. 

ON MY WAY back to the hotel, 1 
stop at the Khan Eilat, the new

Exploited children

ABOUT 145 million children under 
the age of 16 are at work in the 
world, many -in jobs that pose risks 
of lasting damage to their physical 
or mental well-being, according a 
study compiled for a UN human 
rights panel. 

Whether the child is a sought- 
after prostitute in a large American 
city or a carpet-weaver in Iran, the 
working-youth phenomenon is in- 
ternational, though detected most 
often in the Third World, according 
to the 80-page report before the UN 
sub-commission on prevention of 
discrimination erf minorities. 

Children younger than 16, the 
minimum working age proposed. by 
the International Labour Organiza- 
tion, are apt to be found most often 
in unpaid jobs in agriculture, or in 
urban family craft trades, says the 
study,- prepared by Tunisian 
sociologist Abdelwahab Bouhdiba.- 

Among the “saddest cases” are 
those of child prostitution, the study 
says, adding: “Our contemporaries 
have become major consumers of 
infantile sticuality." 

In Latin America, “the most 
sought-after 'prostitutes should be 
from 10 to 14 years old," says the 
study. Also cited was the case of a 
girl from Brooklyn, New York, who 
was arrested 1 1 times before she 
was 12. 


“In the United States, there exist 
at least 264 pornographic 
magazines specializing in children," 
the study says. 

Citing a study published last year 
in Paris, Bouhdiba’s report said, 
“The girls who weave the magnifi- 
cent carpets from Iran, which are a 
source of admiration to all and of 
wealth to some, spend entire days 
on narrow planks. They are unable 
to move and their work makes 
them adopt a squatting posture, in- 
variably doubled up... by the time 
they are adults, they are often 
round-shouldered and have defor- 
med arms and legs.” 

Whatever the job, children are in- 
variably badly paid. “The salaries 
paid to children are clearly inferior 
to those paid to adults in equivalent 
jobs,” the study said. 

“The effect of exertion, fatigue 
and overwork on the developing 
body is bound to hinder, coun- 
teract, retard or even halt growth," 
says the report, which took more 
than a year to complete and drew 
heavily from earlier studies, notably, 
one in 1975 by the TLO. “There is 
clear evidence that the mental 
balance of children is upset by work 
that is undertaken at too early an 
age... This may lead to numerous 
social disorders."

Banks unaffected by 
recession in diamonds

TEL AVIV, — The problems of the 
embattled Israeli diamond industry, 
although amply publicized, are 
probably only poorly understood by 
the general public. Press stories in 
the \JS. and Great Britain have 
suggested that Israeli commercial 
banks have suffered serious losses 
from bankruptcies in the diamond 
industry. 

It will be recalled that in 1978 the 
diamond industry world-wide 
reached a peak in prices for 
polished diamonds. Subsequently, 
however, the demand for diamonds 
tailed off and prices turned soft at a 
time when interest rates soared and 
Euro-Dollar interest rates crossed 
the 20 per cent marie. To diamond 
manufacturers this meant that in- 
terest charges for carrying stocks of 
“roughs” as well as polished goods 
soared. 

Conventionally, when banks give 
credit for the purchase of “roughs,” 
they hold these “roughs" and lend 
them out to the manufacturer “on 
trust.” The banks in turn receive the 
polished goods which are their 
security until export payments are 
made. 

Various reports have it that the 
indebtedness of the diamond in- 
dustry to the commercial banks 
reached a high of S1.2b. Other 
reports put the figure at $800m. The 
fact is that the figure is below the 
S800m. mark. Financing of the in- 
dustry is divided between Union 
Bank and Bank Leumi, - which work 
together under Union Bank's 
leadership with Discount Bank, 
Barclays Discount Bank, First 
International Bank and the United 
Mizrahi Bank. Union and Leiimt 
jointly are responsible for financing 
just under 40 per cent of the total, 
while Discount finances about 33 
per cent. The balance is shared by 
the other three banks, 


During an exiusive interview with 
The Jerusalem Post , Martin Mayer, 
managing director of the Union 
Bank, gave details of his bank's in- 
volvement in diamond financing. 
He pointed out that “in our business 
we make adequate allowance for 


any possible losses. The market 
value of diamonds we hold as col 
lateral, aid advances on. exports 
cover our involvement Our share of 
financing die diamond industry is 
far from static. We recently added 
new clients and extended our in- 
volvement to include newcomers in 
the local diamond industry." 

The banker pointed out that de- 
mand for diamonds had changed 
radically in the past 15 months, with 
80 per cent now being for stones 
worth up to S500 a carat. Formerly, 
the demand was for clean diamonds 
of higher value as well as for dia- 
monds for investment. “If interest 
rates continue to remain at a very 
high level and. buyers continue to 
hesitate buying diamonds as an in- 
vestment, then it is quite con- 
ceivable that the industry wDI re- 
main stagnant in the near term, 
Mayer said. 

On the positive side, Mayer 
pointed out that the Central Selling 
Organization, popularly known as 
the "Syndicate,"' has shown 
awareness of die problems of the 
Israeli industry and is responding by 
allocating “roughs” which are more 
in keeping with the local industry's 
needs. Mayer thinks that produc- 
tion based on future purchases of 
unpolished diamonds may result in 
some small profits, but sales will 
continue to be in quantities that are 
in keeping with international needs. 

The problems of the industry are 
compounded by the fact that tanks 
tend to refuse further credit as long 
as the industry still holds old stocks. 
Paradoxically, while demand con- 
tinues to build up for the lower- 
priced diamonds, the local indnstry 
is finding it difficult to meet this de- 
mand. 

Bankers, diamond manufacturers 
and merchants alike, even at their 
most optimistic, do not foresee a 
real upturn in the trade until such 
major consumers as the UJS. come 
out of their current recession and 
buyer-resistance lessens. 

Mayer is joined by his colleagues 
in the banking community, who are 
firm in their conviction that 
regardless of what the future may 
bring, - Israel’s banks will come 
through in sound condition. 


Linke d bond funds doing poorly

TEL AVIV. — Thirty-nine of the 69 
mutual funds turned in satisfactory 
results during the first eleven 
months of 1981, according to 
Meitav, a financial consultancy 
firm. However, those which 
specialized in index-linked bonds 
had the wont record, and as a rule, 
even failed to keep pace with infla- 
tion. 

Meitav bases its figures on the in : 
dex rising by 93.6 per cent by 
December 1,1981. basing its figures 
on an estimated 7 per cent hike dur- 
ing November. 

If this figure, 93.6 per cent, is 
taken as a guideline, the average 
return for those mutual funds 
specializing in index-linked bonds 
was only 80 per cent. However, 
funds concentrating on slocks 
turned in an average return of 118.5 
per cent, quite a bit above the rale 
of inflation, while those specializing 
in foreign currency turned in an 
average return of 115 per cent, also 
a nice return. 

However, three small and flexible 


funds (which deal in all fields, 
stocks, bonds and foreign currency) 
turned in the best results. Daliya 
had a return of 175.2 per cent and 
Kalanit 151.3 per cent. Both, funds, 
are managed by the Betuha invest- 
ment company. The third fund with 
an excellent record was Shira, 
managed by Neusa. 

The leader in the field of stocks 
was Erez, managed by Bank 
Hapoalim, followed by Dekel 
(Discount) 123.7 per cent, and 
Margalit, 122.5 per cent 

In tbe field of foreign currency, 
Reshef (Hapoalim) had a return of 
129.6 per cent. 

As for index-linked bonds, 
Halaraish (Mizrahi) had the best 
return, 86.4 per cent.

Plan to put up luxury villas in Manshia

TEL AVIV. — Hundreds of modern 
luxury villas will be built along the 
sea front in the city’s neglected 
Manshia area as part of a plan to be 
submitted by the Israel Lands Ad- 
ministration fILA) to the city plann- 
ing committee within the next few 
days.

A plan submitted by the 
Halamish municipal-government 
housing company in 1972 to build 
apartments in Manshia was rejected 
by the ILA, whose directors believe 
that luxury housing will attract well- 
to-do families which will raise the 
standard of the quarter.

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Habib meets flak 


THE SYRIAN gownmeot has no intention of removing the anti- 
aircraft mi gfles it installed in Lebanon's Beka'a VaDey last April 
And if Israel were to take action President Assad could then be able 
to charge “aggression," urgently appeal for intensified Soviet aid — 
and rally his people to the defence of the republic. 

At a time when his Baathist regime is being freshly assailed with 
renewed vigour by the supposedly defunct Moslem Brotherhood, this 
is perhaps what he wants. 

But Damascus cannot very well admit iL Excuses must be found 
for stonewalling U.S. special envoy Philip Habib even while seeming 
to negotiate with him a peaceful solution to the missile crisis, in the 
overall context of the Lebanese problem, and if not found then in- 
vented. 

Since Saudi Arabia is a major backer for the Habib mission, the rift 
over the Fahd Plan could itself be a good enough reason for refusing 
to extend a helping hand to Mr. Habib during Iris current tour of the 
Middle East. 

The Syrians found a better excuse, however, in the strategic 
cooperation agreement between Israel and the U.S. Syrian Foreign 
Minister Abdul Khalim Haddam explained to Mr. Habib, on his 
arrival in Damascus Tuesday that this accord had destroyed 
America’s usefulness as mediator by making it a direct party to the 
conflict. 

The Syrians know that the agreement is expressly aimed at the 
Soviet Union “and Soviet-controlled forces from outside the region." 
They also know that the U.S. took great pains to ensure that the 
“memorandum of understanding" clearly excluded from its ambit 
any Arab state, no matter how dependent on the Soviets it might be 
for its aggressive capacity. 

• But the argument, though specious, is very convenient, and will 
doubtless be frequently, and increasingly, resorted to in the coming 
days and weeks. And while the U.S. has in the meantime 
categorically denied any allegation that the memorandum contains 
any secret clause, which might presumably be aimed at some Arab 
party, Arab spokesmen will keep repeating the original Israeli claim 
that it does feature such a clause. 

Had the American-Israeli accord been, as it is supposed to be, a 
highly beneficial instrument in buttressing this country’s security, the 
mere fact that it was being misinterpreted and misused by the Arabs 
for their own purposes would not be held against it. In the cir- 
cumstances, however, this is another element placing doubt upon the 
wisdom of making the agreement. 


Stirring more bones 


A LOT of ancient bones must be turning in their graves these days 
over the strange tergiversations of latter-day guardians of ancient 
bones. 

Last summer Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi Shlomo Goren joined hands 
with the Ultra-Orthodox in an attempt to halt an archeological ex- 
cavation at Jerusalem's City of David because, so he claimed, the 
rs were destroying an ancient Jewish cemetery. That effort 
, however, as the High Court and then the Attorney-General 
upheld the legitimacy of the dig. 

The chief rabbi, schooled as he is in the ways of the military, then 
initiated a diversionary maneuver, charging that the remains of bones 
discovered at the Nahal Hever caves over 20 years ago, and sup- 
posedly belonging to Bar Kochba warriors, had not been given 
proper burial. The identification of those bones was strongly dis- 
puted, but the government, hoping to appease the chief rabbi, has 
agreed to stage a state funeral for what are termed “fallen heroes." 

Now the chief rabbi wants a similar burial for the mass of human 
bones discovered by workers building a mikva in Jerusalem’s Musrara 
Quarter, a stone's throw away from the Old City's present northern 
wall. When first notified of the find, Jerusalem’s own Chief Rabbi 
Bezalel Zolti, though a stickler for orthodoxy, agreed with the 
worried Musrara residents, and the Prazot builders, that the matter 
should best be kept under his hat 

Construction work continued until the press lifted the lid, on which 
occasion Rabbi Goren entered the picture. His perfectly logical com- 
ment was that you couldn't build a “ritual bath of purification'' on a 
“site of uncleanliness.’’ 

The occasion might also have seemed to warrant a little drubbing 
for the chief rabbi's colleague. Rabbi Zolti, say in the manner of 
Rabbi Goren's earlier assault on the archeologists. For reasons of his 
own, the chief rabbi refrained from any such move. Instead, in a 
somewhat bizarre twist, he now appealed to the maligned 
archeologists (and anthropologists) to help him positively identify 
and date the Musrara bones. 

He himself tends to believe that they are those of fallen heroes of 
the first Jewish revolt against the Romans, 65 years before Bar 
Kochba. If so, be contends, they too deserve a full-fledged state 
burial. 

However, now that he concedes how badly he needs them, the 
chief rabbi is hard put to find scientists willing to cooperate with him. 
It is not so much that they bear a grudge against him for his conduct 
in the City of David controversy last summer, although that can har- 
dly be denied. It is rather that, as the Antiquities Division has con- 
cluded, the mass grave, a repository of bones reinterred from another 
site, “is of no archeological interest." Which is another way of saying 
that the archeologists would rather not walk where the chief rabbi 
has chosen to tread. But then is that being true to their profession? 
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THE MEMORANDUM on .so- 
called strategic cooperation with 
the U.S. that Defence Minister 
Ariel Sharon has brought back 
triumphantly from Washington is 
indeed an historic achievement: 
never before has Israel inflicted 
upon itself such humiliation to so 
little purpose*, never before has it so 
needlessly enhanced the difficulties 
and fearful dangers that confront it. 

Political folly and diplomatic in- 
eptness have combined to produce 
this ignominious memorandum in 
which Israel, alone among nations, 
has declared cold war upon the 
Soviet Union and which, for the 
first time, spells out in writing that 
the U.S. will not cooperate with 
Israel against any threat to it from 
countries within the region. 

The political folly behind this 
memorandum lies in Israel’s quest 
to be recognized by the U.S. as a 
strategic) asset in the global power 
struggle — a purpose which Prime 
Minister Begin has made into the 
linchpin of Ms foreign policy. Israel 
is not a strategic asset by virtue of 
its geopolitical location (the Soviets 
are not out to occupy Israel), or its 
natural resources (it has none that 
any superpower could covet). Nor 
can its military power be used in the 
region as long as there is no com- 
prehensive peace (and probably not 
even then). 

In fact, if Israel is a strategic asset 
to anyone, it is to the Soviet Union, 
for as long as the Israeli-Arab con- 
flict exists, the Soviet Union has an 
opportunity for intrusion into the 
area. 


Defence Minister Sharon’s mission to the U.S. this week could 
have placed Israel in mortal danger. As it is, he succeeded only in 
humiliating this country, writes MEIR MERHAV. 


THIS BEING SO, an effort had to 
be made to get the U.S. to artificial- 
ly convert Israel into a strategic as- 


set (which it was not ty nature) — 
through the massive prepositiooing 
of arms in Israel and by the offer of 
this country as a stationary aircraft- 
carrier for the U.S. in any future 
armed conflict with the Soviet 
Union or proxy state. 

Happily, the U.S. spurned Israel's 
solicitations — which does not 
redeem Israel’s virtue. However, if 
the effort had succeeded, it would 
have given Israel top priority in the 
list of targets for Soviet missiles and 
embroiled it in a global struggle 
from which it is otherwise not 
directly threatened. 

Given the strategy of the U.S,- 
and its reliance on Saudi Arabia 
(and, to a lesser extent, on Egypt), 
Israel would then have been left as 
exposed to the immediate threats 
that really confront it without the 
truncated strategic cooperation 
with the VS. 

If the policy had succeeded, 
Israel would have taken upon itself, 
to no apparent advantage, the hor- 
rendous danger of becoming a 
forward base for the U.S. It would 
have willingly engaged itself in a 
situation much worse and much 
more dangerous than that of 
Greece, which Premier Andreas 
Papandreou wants to take out of 
NATO for analogous reasons. 

The diplomatic ineptitude lies in 
not having realized that it is 
pointless to make the U.S. ofTers it 
must refuse. The only result was 
necessarily that Israel let itself be 
maneuvered into declaring — un- 


necessarily, irrevocably, and to no 
visible operational purpose — that 
it was an open enemy of the Soviet 
Union is the global, as distinct from 
the regional, conflict, while the US. 
has committed itself to nothing. 


ISRAEL- HAS NEVER been 
regarded as being anywhere but 
firmly in the Western camp. There 
has never been any doubt that, in 
certain situations, Israel would 
cooperate with the U.S. on mi ad. 
hoc basis. There was equally never 
any doubt, at least until Begin ’s 
implied distrust of America’s com- 
mitment to Israel, that the U.S. 
would give assistance if Israel’s 
security was in danger. . 

But Begin was not, apparently, 
motivated by doubts about 
America's commitment to Israel 
when he attempted to obtain from 
the U.S. more than any previous 
U.S. administration had been 
prepared to give. It was an attempt 
to get the U.S. to shore up Begin’s 
aim of holding on to the territories; 
to get the U.S. to support not the 
Israel it recognizes but the. Israel 
that Begin wants to have. 

There is, however, more to this 
than the fearful folly of trying to 
become a forward UJ5. base — and 
this at a time when the soil of 
Europe trembles under the feet of 
hundreds of thousands of "peace” 
marchers, and when European 
statesmen are doing aB they can to 
coax the U.S. and the Soviet Union 
towards a renewal of detente.

GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS 
proudly assert that Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir’s hasty 
visit to Washington, and tile U.S.-

they did this. Begin asserted, they 
could “stay at home”... “Guard 
Backingham Palape"... “go to 
Northern Ireland." 

But the Europeans, obliviously or 
deliberately, insisted on precisely 
this linkage. Official statements in 
London, Paris, Rome and the 
Hague last week said explicitly that 
“our decision to participate in the 
MFO follows from our policy as 
stated in the Venice Declaration... 
This policy, while insisting on 
guarantees for the security of Israel, 
places equal emphasis on justice for 


the Palestinian people and their 
right to self-determination. It also 
holds that the PLO must be in- 
volved in the process leading to 
comprehensive peace." 

This statement is not to be 
retracted as a result of Shamir's 
"significant diplomatic 
achievement." It is not to be exor- 
cized from the House of Commons 
Hansard or from the official records 
of the other states. And yet the four 
nations will be duly sending their 
contingents to guard the peace in 
Sinai.

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — I read with considerable 
interest David Frank’s excellent 
report of November 20 on solar 
energy as it pertains to building in 
Israel. The article was comprehen- 
sive and written in a way to interest 
both the layman and professionals 
working in the field. 

As a newcomer to this country. I 
agree with Mr. Frank’s apparent 
surprise at how little is being done 
in an area where the opportunities 
for cost and energy saving are so 
promising and so necessary. On the 
other hand, there seems to be a cer- 
tain level of awakening on the part 
of both government and 
educational institutions. 

I would like to draw your atten- 
tion to our work at the Department 
of Environmental and Industrial 
Design of the Bezalel Academy. 
This department provides education 
and training for professionals who 
will be working with architects in 
the design of the built environment, 
both urban and rural, the buildings 
within them and the industrialized 
components of these buildings. 
Among our concerns is the 
relationship between the building 
and its natural environment, both 


physical and climatic. 

AH students in our environmental 
design programme, must take a 
course in environmental controls 
which gives them a grounding in 
such things as climate, ecology and 
energy as it relates to building, as 
well as an Introduction to the 
methods and technology of solar 
design. In the third year building 
services course, emphasis is placed 
on these services as a complement 
to those sources of energy — solar, 
wind, etc. — which are provided by 
the natural environment and wifaich 
include heating, ventilating and 
lighting. 

A new- studio in energy design 
places emphasis on design of 
buildings w hich are carefully fitted 
to site and climate and exploits solar 
energy. 

Awareness and concern on the 
part of future architects and other 
professionals is essential to an ap- 
propriate use of solar energy and we 
at Bezalel are making sure this is an 
integral part of our students' educa- 
tion.
